A forged reprint of this poem was published in 
London about 1904. The type is dififerent from 
the original and the covers of a lighter shade, 
but the omission of the block containing the 
University Anns on cover and title-page is 
the readiest way of recognizing this impudent 
forgery. 

Ravenna is included in the Poems of Oscar Wilde 
issued by Thomas B. Mosher, Portland, Maine, 
U.S.A., on pages 1-17, 1(103 ^^^ '9°5» ^°^ ^^ 
an edition published byF. M. Buckles & Company, 
New York, 1906, Vol. I., pages 5-19. 
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The copyright of Ravenna belongs to Mr. Hubert 
Giles, the successor of Messrs. Shrimpton, of 
Oxford. The Poem was published on June 24, 
1878, and the issue is said to have been limited to 
a few hundred copies of which the author himself 
bought no fewer than 175. 

The Oxford English Verse Prize was founded by 
Sir Roger Newdlgate in 1806 ; it is of the annual 
value of ;£3i, and is confined to those under- 
graduate members of the University who have 
not exceeded four years from their matriculation. 
Compositions have to be sent in on or before 
March 1, each year. 

The Judges are the Public Orator, the Professor of 
Poetry, and three Members of Convocation ap- 
pointed by the Vice-Chancellor and the Proctors. 

According to the original statute the poem was to 
consist of not more than fifty lines, the subject 
being confined to " recommendation of the study 
of the ancient Greek and Roman remains of 
Architecture, Sculpture and Painting." 

But in 1824 these regulations both as to length and 
to theme were relaxed, and of late years the 
decasyllabic line has not been insisted on. 
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Some of the more famous Newdigate winners have 
been Robert Stephen Hawker of Moreostowe 
(1827), Ruskin (1839), Mathew Arnold (1S43), Sir 
Edwin Arnold (1852), John Addington Symonds 
(i860), Sir Rennell Rodd (1880), to whom Wilde 
was " Heart's Brother," and J. W. Mackail, the 
present Professor of Poetry. 

A writer in The Academy relates the following 
anecdote about Shairp, the Professor of Poetry at 
Oxford in Wilde's time. "One of the Professor's 
duties," he says, " is to surest textual improve- 
ments to the winner of the Newdigate. The 
amendments proposed are usually accepted with 
gratitude ; but there have been exceptions to the 
rule. Shairp suggested many improvements in 
Oscar Wilde's Ravenna. Wilde listened to all 
the su^estions with courtesy and even took 
notes of them, but he went away and printed the 
poem without making a single alteration in it." 

It was characteristic of Wilde, certainly. However, 
in an account of the EncEenia given in The Oxford 
and Cambridge Undergraduate^ Journal on the 
following day, it was stated that "The Newdigate 
was listened to with rapt attention and frequently 
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applauded." The editor at that time was Edward 
Cracroft Lefroy, himself a heaven-born singer, 
and those who have been present in the Sheldonian 
at the Commemoration and have heard the torrents 
of abuse and the volleys of witticisms poured 
on the heads of the luckless prize winners, 
reciting their compositions, in the conventional 
evening dress of the nineteenth century, in the 
full glare of a June day, amidst a howling mob of 
uncouth undergraduates, will readily admit that 
there must have been something unusually fasci- 
nating in the voice or the words of the author 
of Ravenna to have inspired the rapt attention 
and frequent applause of his contemporaries, to 
say nothing of the fact that a youthful poet is not 
generally held in honour in his own University.

(' Requiescat ") which jou quote, I mark a singular 
passage: — 

All her bright golden hair, 
Tarnished with rust. 
Golden hair {experto crede) does not tarnish in the tomb. 
Read the last paragraph in Zola's Nana, which, physio- 
logically, is astoundingty accurate." 

Requiescat is included also in The Poets and the Poetry 
of the Century (1S91, 1898, 1906), in Golden Poems, edited 
by Francis F. Browne, and published by A. C. McClurg 
and Co., of Chicago ; in Dublin Verses, by Members of 
Trinity Coll^;e, edited by H. A. Hinkson (Elkin Mathews, 
189s); in /"A* .5^5/ ()/■ Oscar ffj'A^, a volume of selections 
issued from the Avon Press, New York, in 1905 ; and in 
Echoes from Kottabos, edited by Professor R. Y. Tyrrell 
and Sir Edward Sullivan (E. Grant Richards, 1906), in 
reviewing which volume the Birmingham Post, on De- 
cember 27, 1906, quoted the poem in full, as " the brightest 
gem in the collection." The Sunday Times, January 13, 
1907, also reprints this " lovely dii^, published already 
in several anthologies, but too good not to bear quoting 
just once more," while the Daily News (January 36, 
1907), calls it "the best thing in the book." 

This poem appears as "the choicest specimen of his 
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poetical writiog " in " The Life of Oscar Wilde as Pro- 
secutor and Prisoner," an 8vo pamphlet of 16 pages sold 
in London in April, 1895, for one penny, but now ex- 
ceedingly scarce. 

In Osrac, the Sel/Su^icieni, to which reference has 
already been made, Mr. Stuart Young reproduces ia 
facsimile an interesting letter in which Oscar Wilde 
attempted to write this poem from memory, but broke 
down in the second line. In the same writer's " Oscar 
Wilde : A Memoir " English IllttstraUd Magazine, Sep- 
tember, 19051 'be verses are given on page 576, 

Page 58, Sonnet on Approacminc Italy. First pub- 
lished in The Irish Monthly for June, 1877, Vol. V., page 
415. It was entitled Salve Saturnia Tellus and dated 
Genoa, 1877. It appeared again, under the original title, 
in Dublin Verses (page 81), and in Echoes from Kottabos, 
though not originally published in KoUabos. 

As originally drafted the last three lines of the octave 
ended, 

And musing on the stories of thy fame 
I watched the day, till marked with wounds of flame 
The turquoise sky to daffodil returned. 

These lines are repeated in Ravenna, Part I, page 4. 
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In Bogue's first edition stones m line 6 becomes story, 
and line 8 reads, 

The turquoise sky to buruished gold was turned, 
while in the fourth and fifth editions marvel is substi- 
tuted for story in the sixth line. 

All the above versions differ slightly in the use of 
capitals and punctuation marks. Methuen's text fol- 
lows Bogue's last revision. 

Page 59. San Miniato. The original title of this 
poem as it appeared in the Dublin University Magazine, 
Vol. LXXXVII, No. DXix, pages 397, 398, in March, 
1876, was 

GRAFFITI DITALIA. 
I. 
SAN MINIATO. 
(JUNE 15.) 
It consisted of ten stanzas, divided into three por- 
tions. The first part was reprinted in the author's 
collected Poems of j88i, and in all subsequent editions, 
including Methuen's, as a separate poem, the following 
being the variations of the original text : — 

line 3. Where that Angelic Monk once trod, 
line 5. The Queen of heaven and of grace — 
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and the note of exclamation is put after ever; O ! 
instead of at the end of the line. 

The remaining six verses were afterwards called 
By the Arno and appear on pages 170,171 of Methucn's 
edition. The variations of text are given in the notes 
to that poem on page 45. 

Page 60. Ave Maria Gratia Plena. The original 
version of this sonnet appeared io Kottabos, III, iii, 
zo6, Michaelmas Term, 1879, the text being reprinted 
without alteration in Echoes from Kotlabos on page 180. 
It bears the title Ave Maria ! and is stated to have 
been written at "St. Marco, Florence." 

Bc^e's first three editions, 1S81, have white limbs in 
line 8, and the last line reads, 

And over both with outstretched wings Ihe Dove. 

The final alterations were made in Rogue's fourth edi- 
tion, i88z, from which Methuen's text is taken. 

Page 64. Sonnet written in Holy Week at Genoa, 
Originally appeared in The Illustrated Monilor, a monthly 
magazine of Catholic literature, for July, 1877, where it 
is called Sonnet wrtiteh during Holy Week. 

In Bogue's 1881 editions line 7 reads. 

And the curved waves thai streaked the sapphire bay. 
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Ravenna, V., lines 5-7, has, 

Some startled bird, with flulterJQg wings and fleet. 
Made sdow of all the blossoms : at my feet. 
Like silver crowns, the pale narcissi lay, 
which arc almost identical with lines 3-5 of the sonnet. 

Page 63. Rome Unvisiteh. From The Month and 
Catholic Review, (Third Scries). Vol. IX. (xxviii.). No. 
xxxiit. (cxLVn.). September, 1876, pages 77-7S, The 
original title was Graffiti tfltalia, with the secondary 
title (Arona. Lago Maggiore). It is the poem which 
Cardinal Newman is said to have admired so much. 
The original text differs from the later revision in the 
following lines : — 

V. 2. Alas ! my pilgrimage is done, 
V. 6. Or wandering through the tangled pines 
V, 7, Till rise from the Campagna's way 
The seven hills, the golden dome I 
V. 1 1. Or at the altar of the shrioe 

Holds high the mystic sacrifice, 
And shows a God to human eyes 
From the dead fruit of com and wine. 
V. 13. Before yon troubled sea of gold 
The reapers garner into sheaves, 
Or e'en the autumn's scarlet leaves. 
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P^e 67. Urbs Sacra Sterna. First published in 
The IlJustraied Monitor for June, 1877. Line 4, which 
until revised in B(^ue's 4th edition read, 

Then of thy fieoples thou wert crownM Queen, 
and lines 5 and 7 are repeated in 

And of the peoples thou wast noble queen, 
Till in thy streets the Goth and Hun were seen, 
Discrowned by man, deserted by the sea, 
of Ravenna, page 1 1, as indeed are several other lines 
from various poems of earlier date than the Newdigate. 

Page 69. Easter Day. This sonnet was first printed 
in Waifs and Strays, a terminal magazine of Oxford 
Poetry, No, i. June, 1879, p. 2. Some variations of 
reading may be noted. 

line 3. The people knelt upon the ground in awe ; 
line 4. As some great God the Holy Lord of Rome, 
line 6. And kinglike swathed himself in Nero's red ; 
line 13. I, only I, must travel wearily. 
The date Rome, 1877, is given. 

Page 71. VriA Nuova. Appeared first in The Irish 
Monthly for December, 1877, on page 746, The original 
title was Ildi-ro? 'ArptfycnK (i.e. the unfruitful or barren 
sea. Homer, Odyssey ii., 370). In this version gather 
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is given for gamer in the penultimate line of the octave, 
and in line. 1 2 glotyhns been substituted in later editions 
for brigMmss. The two last lines read thus : 

Christ walking on the waters I fear waa past ; 

I knew that I had found my Perfect Friend. 

In Bogue's 1881 editions these are changed to 
The argent splendour of white limbs ascend, 
And in that joy forgot my tortured past. 

In the 1883 editions, and in all subsequent reprints, 
they appear as given in Methuen's text. 

Page 72. Madonna Mia. See the sonnet WastedDays 
in Methuen's edition, page 244, and note on the same in 
this volume. 

The sonnet, as it was re-written in Bogue's first edition, 
is included in The Best of Oscar Wilde without further 
aheration, as it is in all reprints of the Poems after 1881. 

Page 73- The New Helen. The original publication 
of this poem is to be found in Time, No. 4, July 1879, 
pages 400-403. This magazine was described by Edmund 
Yates, the editor, as " A monthly miscellany of interesting 
and amusing literature." The only verbal changes are : — 
V. I. For surely thou art she, who, like a star 
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V. 3. Bums, torch-like, in Death's fields of asphodel, 
Where those high lords whom Ilioa knew so 
well 
V, 4. There didst thou lie by some Lethean stream 

Deep brooding thine ancient memory, 
V, 10, For wasted lives, for trammelling wretched- 
ness. 

In the same magazine for April ■ 880, No. 13, appeared 
a parody on Wilde's last contribution to Time, under the 
title of "Songsters of the Day. No. II.— The Bard of 
Beauty," containing six verses, the last of which runs — 
Come thou, and I mjr stanzas will illume 
With all the hues that ia the rainbow meet, 
Alliterate all letters that there are, 
Outdo all rivals ia mysterious gloom. 
Fetch metaphors like magi from afar, 
Lit by DO star of meaning, to thy feet. 
For these and similar poetic tricka 

Are highly prized our master's school among. 
O Swiaburne I and O water I how ye mis 
To coDStitute the modern poet's song I 

This balderdash was signed "Oscuro Mild," and was 
followed bj a full-page allegorical cartoon of Oscar 
Wilde. 
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Page 79. The Burden of Itys. The third verse on 
page 93 of Methuen's edition contains the alterations first 
made in Bogue's fourth edition. The last four lines 
originally read (page 77, Bc^ue, 1881) : — 
O sorrow, sorrow, keep tby cloistered cell. 
Nor dim with tears this limpid Castalyl 
Cease, cease, sad bird, thou dost the forest wrong 
To vex its sylvan quiet with such wild impasaioned song! 
The Best 0/ Oscar Wilde prints only twenty-one stanzas 
of tlie poem. 

Punch, October 39, iSSi, had a £ive-versed parody 
called Spectrum Analysis {After " The Burden of Ifys," 
by the IVild-Eyed Poet), beginning : — 

Sweet is the Sunflower on the dadoed wall. 

And sweet the lover's kisses ta'en by stealth; 
Sweet is the pattern of the Paisley shawl, 

And sweet the poet's volume in its wealth 
Of creamy vellum, blossoming into gold, 
And sweet the pure blank page and that which just contrives 
to hold 
The struggling sonnet, etc. 

Two weeks later Punch again referred to it as " the 
egotistical poem called The Burden 0/ Itys— (or 'J 't is,' 
evidently egotistical) — " 
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Page loi. Impression du Matin. 
From The World, March 2, 1881, page 15 : — 
IMPRESSION DE BIATIN. 

The Tbames Nocturn of blue and gold 
Changed to a harmony in gray: 
A barge with ochre-coloured hay 

Dropt from the wharf; and chill and cold 

The yellow fog came creeping down 
The bridges, till tbe House's walls 
Seemed changed to shadows, and St. Paul's 

Loomed like a bubble o'er the town. 

Then suddenly arose the clang 

Of waking life ; the streets were stirred 
With country wagons ; and a bird ~ 

Flew to the glistening roofs, and sang. 

And a pale woman all alone. 

The daylight kissing her wan hair, 
Loitered beneath the gas-lamp's flare. 

With lips of flame, and heart of stone. 

In all the editions of the collected Poems, from 
Bogue's 1881, the followiag alterations appear.

Bends to the wind as the thrush goes flutter- 
ing by. 
V. 3. An odour of leaves, and of grass, and of 

newly-uptumed earth : 
V. 4. And the plane to the pine-tree is whispering 
■ a tale of love,

its mantle of green ; 
And the gloom of the elm is broken, and 
lit with the iris-sheen 
Of a breast and of silver feathers, the signs 
of a passionate dove. 

To the first line of this verse is appended a foot-note :

The poem is dated from Magdalen College, Oxford. 
The whole poem may be compared with the opening 

lines of Ravenna, 

Wilde refers in De Profundis to " Magdalen's narrow 

bird-haunted walks." 
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Page 105, Athanasia. Id No. i of Time, pages 30-31, 
where this poem first appeared, the title is The Con- 
queror OF TiHE. The eleventh verse is omitted in 
Bogue's and all subsequent reprints till Methuen's. 
The principal variations of text are : — 
T. I, line 9. time, 

line 6. In the chill heart of some black 
pyramid. 
V, a, lines 5, 6. Did wondrous snow of star-like 
blossoms bear, 
And spread rich fragrance through 
our springtide air I 
V. 6, line i. While the hot sun in the waste of blue, 
line 6.

Sekenade (for Music) appears without 
alteration in all editions ; also in the American anthology 
Golden Poems, and in The Best of Oscar Wilde. 

Page 115. La Bella Donna Della Mia Mente. 
First published in Kottabos, Vol. 11, No. x, pages 268- 
269, 1876, with the title— 

AHBieVMON EPOTOS AN0O2. 
(the rose of love, and with a rose's thorns.) 
The first part contained eleven verses, of which the 
third and last two are omitted in Bc^ue's and all subse- 
quent reprints till Methuen's 1907 edition, where they 
are restored to their original place. The order of verses 
7 and 8 was transposed, the latter originally reading — 
Her breasts are as white melilote 
Blushing for pleasure of the sun ; etc. 
while verse 9 in Methuen (which ended the poem in all 
previous editions) was printed in Kottabos thus : — 
O twining hands I O delicate 

Fair body made Cor love and pain ; 

O House of love t desolate 

White UI7, overdrenched with rain I 

There are several other minor alterations. The poem 

was Wilde's earliest contribution to the College magazine 
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of his first Altna Mater, aad the original text is given in 
Echotsfrom Kottabos, 1906, on pages 93-94. 

The second part of the poem, consisting of four verses, 
is given in all collected editions (on the following p^e) 
as a separate poem, with the title Chanson. The only 
textual alteration is in the last line of the first verse (the 
twelfth in Kottabos), where the reading is — 
To hangen upon a tree. 

The poem is signed O.O'F.W.W., and not as Mr. 
Sherard states on page 141 of his U/e 0/ Oscar Wilde, 
vho, also, b; the way, gives the wrong date and mis- 
prints the Greek title. 

Page 117. Charuides. The third stanza on page 1 24 
and the last on page 125 were omitted in the fourth and 
fifth editions published by Bogue in iSSa, but they have 
been included in various pirated reprints since. 

Line 3 on page 14S is given correctly for the first time 
in Methuen's editioa The line as it has always been 
printed hitherto 

Or else that mightier may whose care it is 
is without sense, and it is curious that the misprint has 
never been noticed before. The author himself was 
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aware of it, and made the correction of mc^ to tnaid in 
a copy of his Poems belonging to a friend. 

With the exception of one or two siight differences in 
spelling Methuen's edition follows the text as printed by 
Bogue. 

£. C Stedman, in his Vic^niaH Poets, mentions this 
poem as an example of Wilde's " sensuous pseudo- 
classicism," and he adds, " His scholarship and cleverness 
are evident, as well as a native poetic gift" 

Page 153. Flowers of Gold. The title gives to 
this section was first added in Bogue's fourth edition on 
page 141, which page contained the concluding stanzas 
of Charhides in the earlier editions, the next three pages 
being blank. 

Page 155. Impressions. I. — Les Silhouettes. In- 
cluded in Poems and Lyrics of Nature, 1894. A parody 
appeared in Punch's Almanack for 1883, under the title 
of " Des Somettes." 

Page 156. II.— La Fuite de la Lune. In The Irish 
Monthly, Vol. V, No. 44, pj^es 133-135, February 1877, 
is a poem of nineteen verses called Lotus Leaves (see 
Methuen's edition, pages 241-243). It was divided into 
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five parts, of which this poem was the third. As origi- 
nally written line 2 read : — 

A dream-lihe peace on either hand ; 
and line 7, 

A curlew calling to its mate ; 

while the whole of the third verse, 
And, herald of my love to Him 

Who waiting for the dawn, doth lie, 
The orb6d maiden leaves the sky, 
And the white fires grow more dim, 
was omitted in Bogue's edition and an entirely new verse 
substituted. 

A parody in Punch on May zi,' 1881 (a month before 
Bogue's first edition was published), makes it probable 
that this poem was printed separately in some magazine 
at that period, but no trace of it has been found. The 
parody is entitled La Fuite des Oies, and begins 
To outer senses they are geese. 
La Fuite de la Lune is included in Poems and Lyrics 
of Nature. 

"Pagt 157. The Grave or Keats. Originally printed 
on page 478 of The Irish Monthly for July, 1877, in an 
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article on " The Tomb of Keats," which concludes, " And 
thus my thoughts shaped themseives to rhyme : — 
HEU MISERANDE PUER. 
Rid of the world's injustice and its pain, 

He rests at last beneath God's veil of blue ; 
Taken from life while life and love vrere new 
The youngest of the martyrs here is lain, 
Fair as Sebastian and as foully slain. 

No cypress shades his grave, nor funeral yew. 
But red-lipped daisies, violets drenched with dew, 
And sleepy poppies, catch the evening rain. 

O proudest heart that broke for misery I 
O saddest poet that the world hath seen I 
O sweetest singer of the English land I 
Thy name was writ in water on the sand. 
But our tears shall keep thy memory green. 
And make it flourish like a Basil-tree. 
Rome, 1877," 

It was first printed as a separate sonnet under the title 
of The Grave of Keats in Vol. I, No. i, of The Bur- 
Ittigion, in Januaiy, 1881, a monthly ni^;azine edited by 
Helen B. Mathers, author of " Comin' thro' the Rye," 
etc., on page 35, and began : — 

Rid of the world's injustice, and his pain, 

He sleeps at last beneath God's veil of blue ; 
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the remaining lines being as they appear now in Methuen, 
except line ii, 

O Painter-poet of our English landl 
and shall for will in the penultimate line of the sonnet. 

In Bogue's first edition, and in all subsequent editions, 
the original reading rests is restored in line 2. 

This sonnet is included in Every Day in the Year, 
Golden Gleams of Thought, and The Best of Oscar Wilde. 

Punch did not venture to attempt a parody. 

Lines a and 3 are found also in Ravenna (Part III, 
lines 7, 8.) 

Page 158. Theocritus. A Villanelle. No publica- 
tion of this has been found before Bt^ue's first edition, 
though it probably appeared in some magazine earlier. 
Gleeson White includes it in his selection of Ballades 
and Rondeaus, Chants Royal, Sestinas, Villanelles, Gv. 
(Walter Scott, 1SS7), p^:e 27s, and it has been reprinted 
in Dublin Verses, and other anthologies. It is to be found 
in Echoes from Kottabas, though not published in that 
magazine. In reviewing this volume, the Daily News, 
January 26, 1907, says, " The only numbers in the book 
which have the real accent of poetry are those contri- 
buted by the late Oscar Wilde. There is his delicate 
little villanelle to Theocritus among the number." 
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In its obituary notice of the author, Literature, Decem- 
ber 8, 1900, quotes this villanelle va full, remarking on 
the " fine classical taste which could produce such a 
poem." 

Page 159. In the Golh Room. A Harmony. In- 
cluded laThe Best of Oscar Wilde. 

Page 160. Ballade de Marguerite (Noruande). 
Originally published in KoUabos for Hilary Term, 1875 
(Vol. Ill, No. vi, pages 146-147), with the title — 

"Xa JSelle Aatduerite."

The original version differs in severai particulars from 
the revised one as printed in Bogue's editions, and since 
followed.

Page 163. The Dole of the Kikg's Daughter. Ap- 
peared first in the Dublin University Masagine for June, 
1876 (Vol. LXXXVII, No. dxsii, pages 683-683), with the 
words (for a painting) beneath the title. The following 
readings were altered in the first collected edition of the 
Poems, the text of which has been reprinted in alt later 
editions. 

V. 3. Red roses at her feet 

(Roses are red in her yellow hair). 
And where her bosom and girdle meet. 
V. 6. There are two that ride from the north and 
east, 
And two from the south and west, etc. 
The secondary title (Breton) was added in Bogue's 
first edition. Dublin Verses has the revised text, pages 
117-118, which is also reprinted in Echoes from Kott<Aos, 
pages 1 50-1 5 1. 

Arthur Lynch (Modem Authors, 1891, page 7), quotes 
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three verses of this poem in his chapter on "The 
Emotional Calibre." 

Page 167. A Vision. From ATfljSlaAos for Hilary Tenn, 
1877, Vol. II, No. XII, page 331, with the title A Night 
Vision, the original version being reprinted in Echoes 
from KoUabos, page 1 16, and in A Book 0/ Jousts, edited 
by James M. Lowry {Field & Tuer, Leadenhall Press, 
E.C.), on page 36, with a few slight changes of spelling. 
The fourth line of the octave reads, 

For sins that neither prayer nor priest atone, 
and the sestet, or minor system, was first printed thus : 
Now, at their sight my heart did burn as flame. 

Then she who lay beside me, " Who are these ? " 
And I made answer, knowing well each name, 

"£schy1us first, the second Sophokles, 
The last (wide stream of tears) Euripides." 

Page 168. Impression de Voyage. This sonnet ap- 
peared in Waifs and Strays (Oxford), March, 1880, 
No. 3, p. 78. It was dated Katakolo, 1877, but this was 
omitted in Bogue's 1881 edition, and Katakolo inserted 
again in the fourth edition and all later reprints. In 
the first three editions of Bogue the title is given as 
Impression du Voyage, which is repeated in the sonnet 
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as printed in The Best of Oscar IVilde. This is one of 
the four poems by Oscar Wilde included in an American 
anthology called Every Day in the Year. 
The eighth line, 

And all the flower-strewn hills of Arcady, 
appears in Ravenna, vi. (p. 14), as 

From starlit hills of flower-starred Arcady ; 
and the last line of the sonnet, 

1 stood upon the soil of Greece at last! 
in the last line of the first section of the Newdigate 
fVize Poem, 

I stood within Ravenna's walls at last I

Fabien DEI Franchl The dedication To 
My Friend Henry Irving was added in Bogue's fourth 
edition. 

Page 176, Phedre. First published in The IVorld, 
June II, 1878 (No. 258, page 18), with the title ToSarah 
Bernhardt, which dedication is restored for the first 
time in Methuen's edition. The opening lines ran 
How vain and dull our common world must seem 
To such a one as Thou, who should'st have talked 
At Florence to Mirandola, and walked 
With yomig Charmides in the Academe I 
Line 11 read, 

Back to this world we count so dull and vain, 
and there are other changes in punctuation and the use 
of capital letters. 
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Punch, January 14, i88z, has a parody: Impression

The dedication To Ellen Terry appears for the first 
time in Methuen's edition. 

First pub- 
lished in The World, July 16, 1879, with the reference 
{Charks I, act iit), below the title. 
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No alterations were made by the author with the ex- 
ception of a few capital letters changed and some punc- 
tuation marks inserted. 

This sonnet is included in Every Day in the Year. 
Methuen adds the dedication To Ellen Terry. 

Page 179. Cahma. With the last line compare 
Ravenna, iv, lines 8, 9, —

Page 193. The Fourth Movement. The title was first 
added to this section in B<^ue's fourth edition (page 1S7). 

Page 195. Impression. Le Reveillon. See note on 
page 37, and Methuen's edition, pages 156, 241. 

This poem originally formed the second of the five 
sections of Lotus Leaves in The Irish Monthly for 
February, 1877. The first six lines show considerable 
alteration : —

Eastward the dawn has broken red. 
The circling mists and shadows flee ; 
Aurora rises from the sea, 
And leaves the crocus-flowered bed. 
Eastward the silver arrows fall, 
Splintering the veil of holy night ;

Reprinted in The Poets and 
the Poetry of the Century, and in The Best of Oscar 
Wilde. 

Page 203. My Voice. In Bogue's 1881 edition the 
third line of verse 2 reads, 

Sorrow hath paled my lip's vermilion, 
and this text is followed in The Best of Oscar Wilde. 
The alteration was first made in Bogue's fourth edition. 

Page 204, Ta:dium ViTiE. Included in The Best of 
Oscar Wilde. A translation in German is given in 
Hedwig Lachmann's Oscar Wilde, page 90, beginning, 

In meine Jugeod bohren Pfeil um Pfeil, 

Der Mitweit Dieaer sein, die schaal sich blOht, 

Mil Diebsgelust nach meinen Schatzen spSht. 
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Page 105. HuHANiTAD. Methuen's edition corrects 
the spelling of " flowre-de-luce " (page 210) aod " scime- 
tar" (page 316). Five staozas of this poem are included 
in The Best of Oscar Wilde with the title mis-spelled 
HuuAN Tide. 

The words " Autumn's gaudy livery," and " green 
doublet," in the first stanza are reminiscent of Ravenna, 
VII, "doublets green for Autumn's livery" (pp. 14, 15), 
and " green for Autumn's gaudy liveries " in The Sphinx, 
page 291. 

The lines, 

Poverty 
Creeps throi^h our auoless lanes and with sharp knives 

Cuts the waitn throats of cbildreo stealihily, 
And no word said :— 

in the last stanza on page 221 of Methuen's edition, 
appear also in The Duchess of Padua, page 42

Mer. These two poems first appeared on page 9 of 
Vol. I, No. I, of Our Continent for February 15, 1883. 
This was an illustrated weekly periodical conducted by 
Albion W, Toui^^e. Large folio, the first and last pages 
serving as wrappers. Published by Our Continent Pub- 
lishing Co., Philadelphia. 

The poems were reprinted in Stuart Mason's edition 
of WIde's lecture on his " Impressions of America," 
Keystone Press, Sunderland, 1906, pages 4 and 5. 
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Page 247. Under the Balcony. From the Shak- 
sperean Show-Book, a collection of literary contributions, 
illustrations and music, edited by J. S. Wood, Secretary 
of the Chelsea Hospital for Women, Fulham Road, 
Ij^ndon, S.W, A prefatory note by the editor is dated 
Mi^ zgth, 1884. The book is printed on bluish paper, 
by G. Falkner & Sons, Manchester. The poem appears 
on page 23, with an ornamental border, and design of a 
sunflower within the initial letter O, and a variegated 
star-flower between each stanza. It is signed in fac- 
simile by the author. 

The words (with the exception of the second verse) 
were set to music by Lawrence Kellie, with the title 
Oh I BEAUTiruL Star, Serenade, and published by 
Robert Cocks & Co., New Burlington Street, London, 
W., 1892.

Page 249, The Harlot's House, First published 
April II, 1885, in Vol. I, No. u, of Tke Dramatic Re- 
view: A Journal af Theatrical, Musical, and General 
Criticism, where it appears to have been lost s^ht of 
for some years. About 1900 Mr. Leonard Smithers 
announced as No. 59 of his publications The Harlot's 
House. A Poem. Wfth Drawings by Althea Gyles. 
In preparation ; but it was not issued. 

In 1904 a folio edition with five illustrations in photo- 
gravure was issued "at the Mathurin Press," London. 
(See page 59.) 

In 1905 a privately printed edition of the words was 
published in London, in 8-page pamphlet form, grey 
wrappers, on hand-made paper. 

It is included in Mosher's 1905 volume of the Poems, 
pages 306, 307, where the fifth verse ends with a comma, 
and the next begins

but this is a misprint, which is repeated in Buckles' New 
York edition, 1906, Vol, II, page 154. 
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Notes and Queries (loth 5.v. ajS), March 24, 1906,

The poem was printed without a title in Reynolds's 
Newspaper, May 14, 1905.

With the exception of the spelling Aye! in line 5, and 
a few variations in the use of punctuation marks and 
capital letters the text is the same as Methuen's. 

In Sonnets of This Century, edited and arranged, with 
a critical introduction on the Sonnet, by William Sharp, 
forming the twentieth monthly volume of "The Canter- 
bury Poets" series, published by Walter Scott, 1886, 
this sonnet appears on page 252. This volume was 
announced as the February number, but appears to 
have been issued as early as January 25 previously, in 
which case the publication of Wilde's sonnet was ante- 
dated by two days in The Dramatic Review. In his notes 
Mr. Sharp says : " No. cciii. appears in his Poems, but 
its companion is printed here for the first time." Of the 
two sonnets included by Mr. Sharp in this anthology, 
No. ccli. is LiBERTATis Sacra Fames (see page 19) 
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which was repriated in the Poems from The World, 
and No. cclii. is the out on Keats' Love Letters; so 
even granting ccliL in the notes is a misprint for ccli., 
the information is not strictly accurate. 

In an ^tion de luxe of Sonnets of This Century, 
and in a limited number on extra size hand-made paper, 
published in November, 1886, and in all subsequent im- 
pressions, this sonnet is omitted. 

It is next found in The Poets and the Poelty of the 
Ceniury, page 519 (Vol. Vlll, 1st edition), 1S93, edited 
by Alfred H. Miles, who recurs to the spelling of Aye t 
in line 5, and in subsequent editions, 1898, 1906. 

The same text is printed on page 304 of Masher's 
collected edition, and in Buckles' edition, 1906. 

Page 253. The New Remobise. In the double Christ- 
mas Number, dated December 13, 1887, of The Court and 
Society Review, this sonnet appeared under the title of 
Un Amant be nos Jours, on page 587. The last two 
lines of the octave read — 

That hardly can the silver willow crave 
One little blossom from keen Wioter's hand. 
There are other slight variations, e.g. "that" for "who" 
in lines 9 and 1 1, and " will " for " shall " in the last line. 

The new title and revised text, as given in Methuen's 
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edition, are taken from The Spirit Lamp, Vol. II, No. iv, 
December 6, 1892, page 97. Mosher also reprints this 
in his volume of Poems, 1905. 

Pages 254,256. Fantaisies DficoRATivES, I. LePan- 
NEAU. II. Les Ballons. From the Christmas Number, 
1887, of The Lad;jfs Pictorial, pages 2 and 3. Each poem 
is printed in light red, one poem on each page, within a 
full page illustration (in black) by Bernard Partridge, the 
title Famtaisies D£coratives running across the two 
pictures. 

Methuen's edition contains the first reprint of these 
poems. 

Page 257. Canzonet. From Art and Letters, pub- 
lished by Boussod, Valadon & Co., 116-117 New Bond 
Street, London, April, 1888, pages 46, 47. 

Page 259. Symphony in Yellow. The earliest pub- 
lication of this poem that has been traced is in The 
Centennial Ma^izine, Vol. II, No. 7, page 437, February, 
1889. This was published at The Centennial Magazine 
Office, 74 Castlereagh Street, Sydney, N.S.W., and it 
would be interesting to know how the editor obtained 
Wilde's contributioa Mr. Robert Ross possesses the 
original MS, of two of the verses.

published by Elliot Stock, 62 Paternoster Row, London, 
1893 (page 156). Reprinted by Mosher as a dedication 
to his two editions of the Poems 1903 and 1905, 

In an illustrated interview, "Mrs. Oscar Wilde At 
Home," which appeared in To-day, November 24, 1S94, 
these verses are stated to have been written by the 
author on the first page of an autograft book belonging 
to Mrs. Wilde. The first verse only is quoted, the 
reading of the last line being.

Page 365. To L.L. This is the only unpublished 
poem of Oscar Wilde's included in Methuen's edition. 
It is said to have been written to Mrs. Langtry (Lady 
de Bathe). The original MS. consists of two folio sheets 
of hand-made paper. 

The first draft of the original MS. contains the 
following additional verses: —

Little heart from heart :
